OUR  TOWN  (INSIGHT) 


1.  EDUCATION: 

Our  modern  Central  School  building  should  be  most  efficient  to  serve 
the  Town  needs  for  many  years  to  come.  When  attending  school  meeting, 
bear  in  mind  it  is  your  tax  money  which  builds,  maintains  and  staffs  this 
building.  Try  to  get  a  dollars  worth  for  a  dollar  spent  and  do  not  allow 
anyone  to  shout  you  down.  It  is  your  MONEY. 

2.  TAXES: 

Taxes  were  doubled  in  1975  of  which  everyone  is  aware.  It  is  hoped 
that  with  careful  planning  on  the  part  of  your  School  Board  and 
Selectmen  some  relief  can  be  seen  in  1976. 

3.  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT: 

One  should  have  incorporated  in  a  sound  planning  &  zoning  law 
provisions  for  an  Industrial  Park.  Without  a  balance  of  Recreation,  In- 
dustry, and  Agriculture  property  owners  must  travel  to  their  respective 
places  of  employment. 

4.  HIGHWAY  &  BRIDGES: 

Careful  thought  should  be  exercised  at  future  Town  Meetings  in  the 
acceptance  of  roads,  and  building  of  Bridges. 

5.  TOWN  ADDRESS: 

It  is  time  for  us  to  try  to  get  back  the  Post  Office  taken  away  from  this 
Town  some  years  ago.  One  wonders  what  is  the  amount  of  revenue  lost 
by  having  another  Town  as  his  or  her  address? 

6.  VETERANS  EXEMPTIONS: 

Remember  to  get  your  permanent  exemption  blank  from  the 
Selectmen.  It  is  also  recommended  to  always  fill  in  and  return  your  in- 
ventory. The  exemption  is  always  figured  in  before  the  veteran  receives 
his  or  her  tax  bill. 

7.  TIMBER  TAX: 

Get  your  form  from  one  of  the  Selectmen  before  proceeding  to  cut, 
whether  you  plan  to  sell  or  use  yourself.  A  bond  or  timber  advance  pay- 
ment is  mandatory  unless  one  owns  property  in  the  Town  where  the 
operation  is  to  take  place.

4.  To  see  if  a  discount  will  be  allowed  on  property  taxes  of  1%  if  paid 
before  a  certain  date  to  be  later  set  by  the  Selectmen. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  Town 
Property  taken  on  Tax  Title. 

6.  To  vote  to  raise  necessary  sums  of  money  to  pay  County  Taxes. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  Selectmen  accept  any  and 
all  grants  or  gifts  from  State  and  or  Federal  Government  in  the  name  of 
the  Town  of  Thornton  and  apply  for  same. 

8.  To  set  up  a  Contingency  Fund  of  $3,000.00  to  meet  unanticipated 
expenses  RSA  31:4. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund,  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and 
Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  for  use  as  set-offs  against  budgeted  ap- 
propriations for  the  following  priority  and  in  amounts  indicated  or  take 
any  other  action  hereon:

To  see  if  the  Town  of  Thornton  will  vote  to  become  a  member  of 
the  North  Country  Council,  organized  in  July,  1973.  The  Council  has 
been  designated  by  the  State  Office  of  Comprehensive  Planning  to  be  the 
official  planning  Commission  for  New  Hampshire  Planning  Region  One. 
The  objectives  of  the  Council  are  to  prepare  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the 
region,  work  for  consensus  on  major  problems  of  regional  concern,  en- 
courage and  assist  in  cooperative  projects  to  solve  problems  involving 
more  than  one  town,  and  help  member  communities  in  their  planning 
programs.  The  Council's  authority  is  conferred  by  RSA  Chapter  36:45- 
53.  It  is  advisory  to  local  governments  in  the  region.  Member  represen- 
tatives of  the  council  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  provid- 
ed by  State  Law.  Two  representatives  will  be  appointed  from  this  Town. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $678.00  as 
the  Town's  share  for  operation  of  the  North  Country  Council  for  one 
year,  beginning  July  1,  1976.  These  funds  will  be  used  for  financing  staff, 
office  and  general  operating  expenses,  regional  planning  studies, 
technical  assistance  to  member  communities,  coordination  with  local, 
State  and  Federal  agencies,  and  other  programs  of  the  Council.  These 
funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  State  and  Federal  funds  available 
for  planning  purposes. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  Lin-Wood 
Medical  Center. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  the  sum  of  $985.50  for  the  Pemi- 
Baker  Home  Health  Agency  Inc. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,298.83 
for  the  White  Mountain  Region  Association. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  following  Resolution: 
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Resolution  Approving  Application  of  the  Provisions  of 

Chapter  204-A  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated 

And  The  Provision  of  Section  8  of  the  U.S. 

Housing  Act  of  1937,  As  Amended 

WHEREAS,  that  there  continues  to  exist  within  the  State  a 
serious  shortage  of  safe  and  sanitary  dwelling  accommodations  at 
rents  which  elderly  and  low  income  persons  can  afford,  and  that 
such  persons  are  forced  to  occupy  sub-standard  dwelling  accom- 
modations; and 

WHEREAS,  the  General  Court  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
has  enacted  Chapter  204-A  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated  establishing  the  New  Hampshire  Housing  Commission; 

WHEREAS,  RSA  204-A:9  provides  that  in  a  municipality  where 
there  is  no  local  housing  authority  operating,  the  Commission  shall 
not  operate  without  the  consent  of  the  governing  body  of  a 
municipality;  and 

WHEREAS,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  the  U.S.  Hous- 
ing Act  of  1937,  as  amended,  the  United  States  of  America,  acting 
through  the  Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  is 
authorized  to  enter  into  annual  contributions  contracts  with  public 
housing  agencies  pursuant  to  which  such  agencies  may  enter  into 
contracts  to  make  assistance  payments  to  owners; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved  by  the  (1)  Town  Meeting  of 
the  (2)  Town  of  Thornton  as  follows:  That  the  New  Hampshire 
Housing  Commission  be  and  is  authorized  to  operate  in  (2)  Thorn- 
ton. 

That  said  New  Hampshire  Housing  Commission  is  authorized  to 
sponsor  a  project,  under  Section  8  of  the  U.S.  Housing  Act  of  1937, 
as  amended,  for  any  of  the  following  dwelling  accommodations  or  a 
combination  thereof:  (a)  existing  standard  housing  20  dwelling  un- 
its; (b)  rehabilitated  housing  20  dwelling  units;  (c)  newly  con- 
structed housing  20  dwelling  units;  the  total  amount  of  the  forego- 
ing not  to  exceed  40  dwelling  units.  The  total  number  of  dwelling 
units  authorized  by  this  and  all  previous  authorizations  shall  not  ex- 
ceed 40  dwelling  units. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  prohibit  the  erection  of  off  premise 
business  signs  and  billboards  unless  application  in  writing  has  been  sub- 
mitted and  approved  by  the  Selectmen. 
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18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  enact  a  penalty  of  $10.00  per  day 
for  any  violation  of  the  previous  article. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  $100.00  given  in 
Trust  by  Mr.  Willis  Merrill  for  perpetual  care  of  lot. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  Campton,  Thornton  Fire 
Dept.  join  the  Twin  River  Mutual  Aid. 

21.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  said 
meeting.

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The  Town  received  $7,015.48  from  Highway  Subsidy,  all  of  which  was 
used  to  better  roads  during  1975. 

It  must  be  understood  that  to  recondition  roads  during  these  in- 
flationary times,  it  costs  us  about  four  times  what  it  did  just  a  short  ten 
years  ago. 

TRA  money  was  spent  along  with  $3,000.00  of  the  Contingency  Fund 
on  the  project  near  Goose  Hollow. 

The  Town  continues  to  add  more  road  over  the  years  thus  putting 
more  of  a  burden  on  the  budgeted  Highway  monies.  In  1975  we  spent 
$30,725.46  on  roads  and  bridges.  We  try  to  make  and  keep  roads  in  a 
safe  passable  condition  for  the  non-resident  as  well  as  the  resident. 

Most  of  the  salt  purchased  is  used  in  the  Mad  River  area  of  Thornton. 

A  Highway  Safety  Committee  is  being  formed  and  should  anyone 
wish  to  serve  on  this  committee,  please  contact  your  road  agent  or  one  of 
the  Selectmen. 

Sealing  of  Roads  in  Thornton  Gore  &  Gateway  Village  Road  was  un- 
dertaken in  1975.  We  plan  to  tar  more  roads  in  1976.  Culverts  were  in- 
stalled on  Johnson  Brook  Road  near  Eastman  Brook. 

Mill  Brook  &  Mad  River  road  also  saw  replacements  of  culverts. 

We  still  need  more  replacements  of  culverts  on  some  other  roads.

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CAMPTON— THORNTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


This  is  the  annual  report  to  the  people  ofCamptonand  Thornton.  Our 
report  on  income  and  expenses  is  found  in  this  town  report. 

This  has  been  another  rough  year  for  your  Fire  Department.  These 
men  have  worked  hard,  answered  all  calls,  big  and  small,  in  the  best  way 
possible.  Chief  William  Drake  took  a  leave  of  absence  due  to  sickness  in 
the  family  but  has  continued  to  serve  as  a  fireman.  Your  Commissioners 
voted  to  move  the  Deputy  Chief  David  Tobine  into  the  Chiefs  position 
and  asked  Captain  David  Hiltz  to  serve  as  Deputy  Chief.  The  company  is 
small  in  number  at  the  present  time  but  they  work  hard  to  do  a  good  job. 
Chief  Tobine  is  hoping  to  enlarge  the  group  in  the  near  future.  In  fact,  he 
asked  any  interested  men  to  come  to  the  Fire  House  and  sign  up  as 
volunteer  firemen. 

We  joined  Twin  Rivers  Mutual  Aid  this  year.  This  is  a  mutual  aid 
group  of  Plymouth,  Rumney,  Hebron,  Bristol  and  towns  down  to 
Franklin  and  Boscawen.  The  Commissioners  felt  this  mutual  aid  group 
was  more  of  our  size  and  means  for  the  time  being. 

We  purchased  four  base-truck  radios,  a  portable  radio  receiver  and  35 
A.  M.  monitors  to  be  used  in  this  area.  The  Firemen's  Association  paid 
more  than  their  share  toward  the  above.  There  is  still  no  word  on  the 
time  everyone  will  go  to  F.  M.  and  as  most  all  departments  in  Twin 
Rivers  uses  A.  M.  receivers  your  Commissioners  decided  to  make  the 
above  purchase. 

We  sure  hope  the  new  fire  truck  will  be  in  town  by  the  time  this  report 
is  read.  The  company  promised  delivery  in  February  1976.  They  had  all 
kinds  of  reasons  for  not  getting  here  on  time. 

The  Firemen  answered  65  fire  calls  for  the  past  year. 

The  Women's  Auxiliary  has  purchased  a  turret  gun  and  nozzle  plus 
two  air  packs  for  the  new  truck.  These  are  much  needed  equipment  and 
the  Commissioners  and  Firemen  really  appreciate  their  help  in  getting 
this  equipment. 

The  main  object  now  of  everyone  is  to  get  a  new  fire  house.  There  are 
many  things  the  towns  and  Commissioners  must  study  before  the  start  of 
this  building.  The  Commissioners  know  the  firemen  want  this  more  than 
anything,  yet  they  are  not  sure  how  the  taxpayers  of  these  two  towns  will 
vote  in  these  rough  times.  The  Commissioners  have  just  been  informed 
that  there  is  the  possibility  of  a  federal  grant  for  this  purpose  which  we 
are  looking  into.  We  all  sure  hope  that  if  a  fire  house  is  not  voted  in  full 
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this  year,  we  might  put  some  money  away  toward  this  purpose  in  each 
town. 

Again,  we  say  the  fire  department  problems  are  many  but  we  Com- 
missioners, with  the  help  of  the  Firemen  and  Firemen's  Auxiliary,  feel  if 
we  take  each  problem  one  at  a  time  we  will  climb  the  hill  toward  the  top 
and  be  a  top  notch  department.  We  ask  everyone  in  each  town  to  do  what 
they  can  to  meet  this  goal. 

The  Commissioners  also  feel  a  location  of  a  truck  in  the  West  Thorn- 
ton area  is  much  needed  and  we  are  studying  this  too,  hoping  to  find  a 
small  building  that  can  be  used.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


Upon  recommendation  of  the  town  selectmen  and  city  councils,  the 
Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several 
deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town  and  city  every  three  years.  The 
town  or  city  warden  is  responsible  for  maintaining  a  force  of  men  and 
adequate  equipment  to  suppress  any  wildfire  that  occurs  in  his  town  or 
city  during  his  term  of  appointment.  The  fire  warden  must  authorize  all 
open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  No  open  fires 
can  be  authorized  between  9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.,  unless  it  is  raining,  without 
the  additional  permission  of  the  state  district  fire  chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the  forest 
fire  warden.  Camp  and  cooking  fires  also  require  the  warden's  permis- 
sion. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest  Fire  Service, 
assists  all  cities  and  towns  in  meeting  these  requirements  by  training  the 
warden  and  deputy  forces  in  wildfire  suppression  tactics,  making  hand 
tool  suppression  equipment  available  at  fifty  percent  of  cost,  supplying 
pieces  of  Federal  excess  property  for  use  as  fire  attack  vehicles  and  shar- 
ing up  to  fifty  percent  of  the  cost  of  wildfire  suppression  costs. 

Wildfire  prevention   is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town  program. 

Smokey  Bear  is  available  from  the  Forest  Service  for  local  fire 
prevention  programs.  Posters  and  Junior  Ranger  kits  are  available  for 
distribution  by  local  fire  departments  upon  request  to  the  Forest  Fire 
Service.  Each  forest  fire  warden  is  expected  to  carry  on  a  continuous 
wildfire  prevention  program  within  his  town  or  city.

THORNTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
ANNUAL  REPORT 


On  May  13,  1975,  we  became  affiliated  with  the  Statewide  Library 
Development  program.  This  enables  us  to  draw  upon  the  services  of  Miss 
Cynthia  Miller,  District  Consultant.  We  have  complete  resources  from 
the  State  Library  and  the  Public  Library.  Techniques  training  courses  at 
Plymouth  State  College  are  available  to  the  Librarian  and  Trustees  free 
of  charge.  We  also  have  a  delegate  to  the  District  Advisory  Council. 

We  wish  to  thank  Irma  Gross,  who  retired  from  the  Board  of  Trustees 
in  March  of  1975,  for  her  faithful  service,  and  we  also  wish  to  thank 
Evelyn  Benton  and  Dolly  Ham  for  their  many  years  as  Librarians. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  School  Board,  we  opened  on  November 
25,  1975  at  our  new  location  in  the  Thornton  Central  School.  The  school 
children  are  receiving  use  of  the  Library  during  library  hours  and  are  ac- 
tively involved  in  story  hours.  The  State  Library  has  filled  a  number  of 
requests  from  adults  in  the  community  and  from  teachers  in  the  school 
for  special  projects. 

The  Thornton  Library  has  been  invited  to  be  a  participant  in  an  ex- 
perimental film  project  of  one  hundred  fifty  public  libraries  throughout 
the  United  States  funded  by  the  National  Endowment  on  the 
Humanities.  The  underlying  purpose  of  the  project,  entitled  Films  Plus, 
is  to  stimulate  public  interest  in  the  humanities  while  increasing  the  cir- 
culation of  related  library  books.  During  the  year  1976,  the  library  will 
present  free  and  at  no  direct  cost  to  the  library,  three  BBC  films:  Tom 
Brown's  Schooldays;  The  Search  for  the  Nile;  and  The  Six  Wives  of 
Henry  K///.The  specific  dates  of  showing  will  be  announced  later.  The 
Librarian  has  also  been  asked  to  serve  during  1976  as  the  North  Country 
delegate  to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Library  Committee  selecting  films 
for  the  State  Library  film  collection. 

The  Thornton  Public  Library  stands  ready  to  offer  library  facilities 
and  assistance  to  any  community  organization  or  group  wishing  it.

There  is  still  much  work  to  be  done  to  keep  our  regulations  effective 
and  up  to  date  and  the  board  welcomes  suggestions  and  assistance  from 
members  of  the  community  at  all  times. 

We  have  had  our  share  of  developers  who  misread  the  economy,  but 
thus  far  have  fared  better  than  many  other  towns  in  the  state  on  the 
successful  resolution  of  these  problems. 

I  believe  this  is  due  largely  to  the  many  hours  of  planning  which  have 
taken  place,  and  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Board,  past  and 
present  for  their  efforts.

Purpose:  Community  Action  has  greatly  expanded  its  objectives  and 
programs.  It  now  serves  a  broad  spectrum  of  the  Tri-County  community, 
continuing  to  provide  significant  social  services  and  to  sponsor  various 
community-economic  development  programs.  Community  Action  is 
largely  governed  by  the  principal  that  if  you  provide  a  person  a  fish  a 
day,  you  provide  for  the  day;  if  you  teach  him  how  to  fish,  you  provide 
him  for  a  lifetime. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE  PROGRAMS 

Meals  on  Wheels  and  Transportation  for  the  Elderly:  With  centers  in 
Colebrook,  North  Stratford,  Berlin,  Littleton,  Whitefield,  Plymouth, 
Lebanon  and  Conway,  Meals  on  Wheels  provided  over  1,610  meals  per 
week  and  over  80,000  for  the  year  to  the  elderly. 

Transportation  services  are  provided  to  the  elderly  including  medical 
service  vans  with  regularly  scheduled  trips  to  the  medical  centers  of 
White  River,  Hanover,  and  Portland. 

Headstart:  With  nine  classrooms  in  Berlin,  Canaan,  Conway, 
Lebanon,  Littleton,  Ossipee,  Plymouth,  and  Stratford,  Headstart  serves 
an  average  of  340  preschool  youngsters  and  their  families,  providing 
comprehensive  services. 

Family  Planning:  A  program  providing  medical,  counseling,  and 
educational  services  to  both  individuals  and  the  community  at  large. 

Operation  Green  Thumb:  A  program  designed  to  help  people  lower 
their  food  costs  through  gardening  efforts  served  over  5,000  people  in 
1975. 

Operation  Help:  A  fuel  loan  program  designed  to  enable  people  to  meet 
rising  fuel  bills  made  144  loans  at  approximately  $10,000. 

Winterization:  A  new  service  begun  in  the  winter  of  1975,  providing  in- 
sulation, reduction  of  cold  infiltration,  combination  windows,  improve- 
ment of  heating  facilities,  through  matching  grants  to  eligible  citizens. 

Manpower:  Working  with  Tri-County  Council  and  County  Com- 
missioners, Community  Action  Manpower  Programs  continue  to 
provide  counseling,  training,  program  development,  and  other  suppor- 
tive services  to  the  Tri-County  Manpower  training  effort. 
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Vista:  Nine  community  Vistas  (residents  of  the  Tri-County  area)  are 
sponsored  by  Community  Action  and  are  providing  information  referral 
and  general  community  outreach. 

Elderly  Employment:  The  Elderly  Employment  Program  is  designed  to 
augment  the  income  and  utilize  the  skills  of  over  60  elderly  residents. 

Health  Screening:  A  medical  program  developed  with  the  Public  Health 
Service  designed  to  detect  glaucoma,  high  blood  pressure,  diabetes,  oral 
cancer  and  other  maladies  in  adults. 

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAMS 

As  its  major  development,  Community  Action  organized  the  Northern 
Community  Investment  Corporation  which  will  provide  up  to  $5  million 
of  stimulus  for  the  initiation  and  expansion  of  businesses  in  the  Tri- 
County  area  in  the  next  3  years.  In  addition,  Community  Action  organiz- 
ed and  supported  the  following: 

The  Waumbek  Hotel  Training  Program,  training  and  placing 
residents  in  entry  and  middle  management  hotel  positions. 

The  White  Mountain  Center  for  the  Arts,  supporting  9  local  arts 
councils  and  providing  full  and  part-time  employment  for  ap- 
proximately 175  people  plus  work  shops  and  cultural  events  for  25,000 
people  at  the  Festival  in  Jefferson  alone. 

Tri-County  Homes  builds  low-cost  homes  for  individuals  who  are 
eligible  under  Farmers  Home  Administration  and  trains  area 
residents  in  home  construction  skills. 

N.H.  Job  Start  is  designed  to  provide  small  loans  at  minimal  interest 
to  under  capitalized  small  businesses  or  individuals  interested  in  in- 
itiating their  own  business. 

Coos,  Carroll  and  Grafton  County  Learning  Centers,  located  in  each 
of  the  three  counties,  provide  educational  opportunities  for  those  who 
wish  to  further  their  educational  aims  through  individual  courses, 
general  high  school  equivalency  programs,  Associate  of  Arts  degree 
and  Bachelor  degree  programs  through  the  University  of  N.H.  and 
University  of  Vermont  educational  systems.

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Assistance  with  the  preparation  of  a  HUD  community  development 
application,  assistance  with  Comprehensive  Plans,  technical  assistance  in 
the  preparation  of  subdivision  regulations,  zoning  ordinances,  flood  in- 
surance applications,  assistance  in  revising  a  flood  hazard  boundry  map, 
information  on  tax  mapping  and  information  on  mobil  homes  and 
assistance  with  solid  waste  planning  are  examples  of  the  local  services  the 
North  Country  Council  provides  to  member  towns. 

On  the  regional  level,  the  North  Country  Council  prepared  a  public 
transportation  plan  and  is  working  toward  the  implementation  of  its 
recommendations.  The  Council  became  the  economic  development  dis- 
trict for  northern  New  Hampshire  on  July  1,  1975,  and  is  currently 
carrying  out  this  function.  Several  region-wide  meetings  on  Water  Supp- 
ly and  Pollution  Control  Commission  regulations,  economic  develop- 
ment, seminars  for  planning  board  members,  and  recycling  of  newsprint 
were  sponsored.  A  recently  completed  report  entitled  'The  Regulation  of 
Mobile  Homes  in  the  Community,"  prepared  by  the  Council,  provides 
technical  information  to  planning  board  members  and  local  officials  in 
the  area  of  mobile  homes.  The  Council  has  surveyed  the  expenditures  of 
all  50  towns  in  the  region  to  determine  how  a  greater  degree  of  area 
cooperation  can  be  achieved. 

Planning  News,  the  Council's  bi-monthly  newsletter,  disseminates 
useful  information  on  land  use,  state  legislation,  court  decisions,  and 
general  activities  to  interested  persons  in  town.  A  town  resident  can  be 
placed  on  the  mailing  list  by  contacting  the  Council  office  in  Franconia, 
N.H.  (Tel.  823-8108) 

In  1975,  the  Council  increased  its  base  of  local  support  from  19  to  29 
towns.  The  Council  coordinates  its  activities  with  other  agencies  in  order 
to  avoid  any  possible  duplication  of  effort. 

In  performing  its  duties,  the  Council  staff  attends  approximately  200 
night  meetings  a  year. 

For  the  future,  continued  activity  in  community  planning  assistance 
will  be  emphasized  along  with  major  regional  efforts  in  economic 
development,  land  use  and  housing.  Dissemination  of  planning  informa- 
tion will  be  continued.  The  Council  is  working  closely  with  the  N.H. 
Public  Utilities  Commission  in  the  improvement  and  upgrading  of  the 
North  Country's  rail  lines,  especially  the  Lincoln  line  and  the  North 
Stratford  to  Beecher  Falls  line.

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SUMMARY  PROGRAM  OF  THE 

WHITE  MOUNTAINS  REGION  ASSOCIATION 
1975  (38th  Year) 


On  November  21,  1974,  the  directors  of  your  White  Mountains 
Region  Association  voted  to  change  its  fiscal  year  from  Sept.  1 — Aug.  31 
to  July  1 —  June  30  in  order  to  conform  to  the  State's  fiscal  year.  Due  to 
this  change  the  summary  will  cover  activities  for  a  ten  month  period 
(Sept.  1,  1974  to  June  30,  1975),  instead  of  the  usual  twelve  month 
period.  Please  note  that  under  new  guidelines,  the  State  will  help  fund 
your  Region  Association  by  matching  the  amount  of  monies  raised  by 
the  communities. 

Your  Association  sponsored  a  very  successful  and  meaningful 
marketing  seminar  for  the  vacation/recreation  industry  of  northern  New 
Hampshire.  The  two-day  seminar  addressed  such  topics  as  "What  is 
Marketing,"  "Marketing  Analysis,"  "Development  of  a  Marketing 
Program,"  "Advertising  Decisions,"  "Appearance  of  Establishment," 
"Brochure  Design"  and  "Packaging  Vacation  Facilities." 

The  Region  has  a  new  magazine,  Outlook,  published  by  your  Associa- 
tion. The  magazine,  which  is  distributed  free  to  all  WMRA  members, 
selectmen,  schools,  libraries  and  businessmen  in  the  region,  is  designed  to 
serve  as  an  in-house  chamber  of  commerce  type  publication  for  northern 
New  Hampshire. 

Regarding  transportation  matters,  your  Association  became  a  par- 
ticipating agency  in  the  experimental  air/land  demonstration  for  the 
region.  The  project,  funded  by  a  grant  from  the  N.E.  Regional  Commis- 
sion and  sponsored  by  the  N.H.  Office  of  Comprehensive  Planning,  in- 
cludes daily  round  trip  flights  between  the  Whitefield  Regional  Airport 
and  the  Lebanon  Airport,  with  connecting  flights  to  Boston  and  New 
York.  In  addition,  a  bus/taxi  system  operates  between  Berlin  and 
Whitefield.  The  Association  entered  into  a  $10,000  contract  with  the 
N.H.  Office  of  Comprehensive  Planning  in  an  effort  to  increase 
passenger  usage  through  promotion  and  advertising  of  both  air  and 
ground  systems. 

In  other  activities,  the  Association  continues  to  publish  the  N.H.  Ac- 
commodations and  Dining  Directory,  the  Where-to-Stay  folder,  and  the 
White  Mts.  Map,  the  Fall  Foliage  Shunpike  folder,  and  the  Canoeing 
and  Kayaking  folder,  as  well  as  publishing  the  weekly  bulletin  of  lodging 
inquiries.  It  also  distributes  other  state  and  local  brochures  in  an  effort  to 
bolster  the  north  country's  economy. 
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Your  Association's  executive  director  again  attended  the  Springfield 
Exposition  in  an  effort  to  boost  the  four-season  vacation  travel  trade  in 
the  region.  While  there,  he  spoke  on  Hartford  (Conn.)  radio  about  the 
region  and  what  it  has  to  offer.  In  addition,  he  also  attended  the  Boston 
Sportsman's  Show  in  an  effort  to  attract  visitors  to  our  region. 

The  Region  Association  is  participating  in  4-H  programs  in  Coos, 
Carroll  and  Grafton  Counties  under  somewhat  different  guidelines.  As  a 
result  of  a  meeting  between  the  Association  and  the  three  4-H  agents,  it 
was  decided  to  divide  up  the  approximately  $600  among  the  three  coun- 
ties, with  each  county  to  spend  its  proportionate  share  as  it  sees  fit.  The 
only  requirement  is  that  each  county  must  give  the  Association  an  ac- 
counting of  how  these  funds  were  spent. 

In  late  May-early  June,  your  executive  director  spent  several  days  dis- 
tributing bulk  orders  of  WMRA  promotional  brochures  to  the  numerous 
chamber  of  commerce  information  booths  in  the  region  as  well  as  several 
State  Highway  rest  areas.  In  addition,  with  the  very  able  assistance  of 
Mrs.  Simonds,  numerous  bulk  orders  of  brochures  were  sent  to  travel 
clubs,  Automobile  Associations,  and  Travel  Agencies  throughout  the 
country  and  Canada. 

With  respect  to  the  N.H.  Council  of  Region  Associations,  of  which 
your  executive  director  is  secretary,  it  was  disclosed  at  a  meeting  during 
the  year  that  the  State,  beginning  in  the  second  year  of  the  biennium,  will 
fund  each  Association  on  the  basis  of  the  "local  share."  Specifically,  the 
amount  of  State  funds  received  will  be  determined  by  the  amount  and 
number  of  communities  which  appropriate.  Under  this  system,  it  would 
appear  this  region  would  gain  financially,  but  only  if  the  north  country 
communities  continue  to  support  its  Association. 

Your  executive  director  was  privileged  to  participate  on  an  hoc  com- 
mittee set  up  to  design  and  publish  a  brochure,  Tourism/Recreation 
Equals  Jobs  and  Taxes.  An  informational  brochure  of  this  type,  which 
spells  out  the  significance  of  this  industry  to  the  region  and  to  the  State, 
has  been  sorely  needed. 

Other  activities  of  your  executive  director  and  the  Association  during 
this  ten-month  period  include:  Appropriated  funds  to  assist  in  the 
publication  of  a  Christmas  Tree  Vendor's  List  in  an  effort  to  assist  the 
1.7  million  dollar  industry  in  the  northern  three  counties,  attended 
numerous  executive  committees  and  full  board  meetings  of  the  White 
Mountains  Center  for  Music  and  the  Arts  for  which  your  executive  direc- 
tor serves  as  secretary.  (Parenthetically,  the  Association  distributes 
Festival  folders  around  the  region  and  through  the  mails  in  answer  to 
numerous  written  inquiries),  attended  several  meetings  with  personnel 
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from  VTN,  the  organization  which  has  undertaken  the  Franconia  Notch 
environmental  impact  project  for  the  State;  attended  numerous  budget 
hearings,  met  with  many  selectmen  in  the  region  to  better  acquaint  them 
with  the  activities  of  this  Association,  spoke  on  radio  regarding  WMRA 
activities  as  well  at  to  civic  groups  in  the  region,  appropriated  $100  as  a 
WMRA  contribution  to  the  restoration  of  Bedell  Bridge  and,  in  addition, 
$25  to  the  White  Mt.  Museum  of  Forest  History;  set  up  a  news  con- 
ference for  the  White  Mts.  Center  for  Music  and  the  Arts,  attended  a 
press  conference  at  Storyland  and  at  Cranmore  (site  of  the  Volvo  Tennis 
Tournament),  attended  the  Colebrook  town  meeting  and  spoke  on  behalf 
of  the  Association  and  its  programs,  participated  in  a  Career  Night  at 
Gorham  High  School,  assisted  the  State  on  a  Fourth  of  July  article  of 
events  in  the  region,  participated  in  the  seminars  sponsored  by  the  North 
Country  Council  regarding  a  long  range  bus  transportation  study  for  the 
region,  and  spoke  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  N.H.  Industrial  Agents 
Association  in  Conway.  The  Association  answered  3,676  single  inquiries, 
wrote  195  personal  letters,  sent  44  bulletins  of  lodging  and  real  estate 
bulletins,  sent  9,238  mimeographed  letters  and  wrote  18  news  releases 
and  1  newsletter.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


Throughout  the  course  of  the  year  routine  health  services  have  been 
performed.  These  include  annual  height  and  weight  checks,  routine  hear- 
ing and  vision  screening  on  every  pupil,  first-aid  treatment  as  needed  and 
health  conferences.  Each  student's  health  record  has  been  kept  up-to- 
date.  Assistance  was  given  to  parents  when  requested  and  home  visits 
have  been  made  when  needed  for  conference  with  parents  concerning 
health  problems. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  health  services  listed  above,  we  have  incor- 
porated some  health  education  by  the  nurse  in  cooperation  with  the 
teachers;  basic  nutrition  was  presented  to  grades  one  thru  four,  a  first-aid 
course  was  offered  to  the  fifth  grade  and  personal  hygiene  to  the  girls  in 
grades  five  thru  eight.  A  dental  health  program  was  also  presented  to  all 
students  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  James  Poyak,  and  we  wish  to  thank  him 
for  his  generous  assistance. 

By  being  at  the  school  two  mornings  a  week,  I  have  been  able  to  work 
closely  with  the  staff.  This  has  enabled  me  to  discuss  various  individual 
student's  problems,  and  work  with  the  teachers  to  find  the  solution  that  is 
in  the  child's  best  interest.  This  also  makes  me  available  to  parents  who 
have  questions.  At  this  time  I  would  like  to  encourage  parents  who  do 
have  a  question  to  feel  free  to  contact  me. 

Pre-school  registration  will  be  held  again  in  early  May.  This  day 
provides  parents  and  pre-schoolers  to  visit  the  school,  meet  with 
necessary  staff  members  and  gain  information  concerning  health  re- 
quirements and  first  grade  expectations.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 


It  gives  me  much  satisfaction  to  submit  my  first  annual  report  as 
Principal  of  Thornton  Central  School  to  the  Thornton  citizens. 

As  of  December  22nd  the  school  enrollment  totaled  117  students.  A 
grade-by-grade  breakdown  is  as  follows:  First  grade — fourteen  students; 
second  grade — nineteen  students;  third  grade — eleven  students;  fourth 
grade — fourteen  students;  fifth  grade — fourteen  students;  sixth 
grade — seventeen  students;  seventh  grade — thirteen  students;  and  the 
eighth  grade  has  fifteen  students. 

With  the  opening  of  school  this  year,  the  Thornton  students  had  the 
opportunity  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  many  facilities  offered  in  the 
new  addition.  The  students  are  now  utilizing  the  reference  and 
supplementary  reading  materials  available  to  them  in  our  library.  The 
students,  as  well  as  several  local  groups,  are  enjoying  a  variety  of  ac- 
tivities in  the  gymnasium. 

Helping  the  students  attain  their  educational  goals  is  a  staff  that  I  feel 
is  very  competent,  cooperative  and  devoted.  Several  teaching 
assignments  have  changed  this  year.  Mr.  Demers  is  currently  teaching 
science,  grades  five  through  eight,  and  mathematics  to  grades  seven  and 
eight.  He  also  instructs  the  boys'  physical  education  program.  Mr.  Davis 
is  now  teaching  Language  Arts  to  grades  five  through  eight.  Helping  Mr. 
Davis  is  Mrs.  Ciampa,  a  teacher's  aide.  Mrs.  Ciampa  also  instructs  the 
girls'  physical  education  program.  Mrs.  Knowles,  returning  after  a  year's 
leave  of  absence,  is  teaching  grades  three  and  four.  Returning  to  the 
same  teaching  assignments  are  Mrs.  Lowden,  grade  one,  and  Mrs. 
Shanley,  grade  two. 

The  cooperation  and  support  of  the  community  have  greatly 
facilitated  the  staff  in  their  efforts  to  provide  the  children  with  a  well- 
rounded  education.  A  special  thanks  to  the  parent  volunteers  who  have 
come  to  the  school  to  offer  their  assistance  in  areas  where  individual 
attention  is  needed.  It  is  also  through  the  efforts  of  these  parents  that  we 
are  again  able  to  offer  the  swimming  and  skiing  program  to  the  students. 
The  efforts  and  interest  of  our  parent-teacher  organization  are  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  staff  and  students.  It  is  with  the  increased  cooperation 
and  communication  of  this  group  that  the  school  will  truly  reflect  the 
desires  and  needs  of  the  community. 

One  of  our  major  curricular  goals  this  year  has  been  to  individualize 
our  reading  program.  Efforts  are  now  underway  to  provide  each  in- 
dividual with  the  maximum  amount  of  instruction  at  the  level  at  which 
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the  student  is  working.  Many  different  types  of  materials — basal  readers, 
supplementary  readers,  and  audio-visual  aids — are  being  utilized  to  in- 
crease teacher  productivity  in  this  area. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  community,  school 
board,  staff,  and  students  for  their  cooperation  that  has  helped  me  make 
the  transition  to  Thornton  a  pleasurable  and  effective  one.

OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Thornton  School  District  has  made 
significant  progress  in  bringing  new  and  improved  services  to  the 
students.  Under  the  very  capable  leadership  of  Mr.  McCormack  your 
children  are  also  experiencing  a  learning  environment. 

The  community  commitment  to  a  quality  educational  system  is  clearly 
in  evidence  when  we  look  at  the  new  facility,  the  new  programs,  and  the 
student  services. 

The  proposed  budget  is  clearly  reflective  of  the  concern  to  keep  your 
taxes  at  a  minimum  and  yet  provide  the  school  department  reasonable 
operating  monies. 


Some  Highlights  of  the  Proposed  Budget 


Account  #210 

Primarily  the  results  of  negotiations  with  the  teachers,  an  instructional 
aide,  expanded  clerical  assistance.  The  resource  teacher  was  funded  by 
the  federal  government  this  year,  and  we  anticipate  similar  funding  for 
next  year. 

Account  #215 

The  increase  is  primarily  due  to  the  need  for  updated  textbooks  in 
reading,  social  studies,  and  junior  high  science.  The  balance  is  for  normal 
replacements  in  the  other  disciplines. 

Account  #850.2

EXPLANATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENT'S  AND 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY  FOR  1974-1975 


Chapter  189,  Section  48  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  requires  that  the  school  district  annual  report  show  the 
total  amount  paid  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  as  per  the  following 
quotation:  "Reports.  Each  superintendent  of  a  supervisory  union  shall 
annually  prepare  a  report  of  the  total  salary  paid  to  the  superintendent, 
showing  in  detail  the  amount  paid  by  the  state  and  each  local  school  dis- 
trict, and  their  share  of  same.  Said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  school 
board  of  each  school  district  involved  and  shall  be  included  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  respective  school  district  as  a  separate  entry.  A  like  report 
and  entry  shall  be  made  for  each  assistant  superintendent,  teacher  con- 
sultant, and  business  administrators,  if  any  is  in  service  in  the  union." 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  prorated  among  the 
several  school  districts  of  the  union  on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuations. 
One-half  is  prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the 
school  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30th.  The  salary  of  $18,- 
500  which  was  received  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Supervisory 
Union  #48  during  1974-1975  was  made  up  as  follows:  $2,500  paid  by  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  and  $16,000  was  prorated  among  the  school 
districts  comprising  the  Supervisory  Union.  Allowance  for  $1,000  travel 
within  the  Union  was  also  prorated  as  stated  above. 

The  salary  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  during  1974-1975  was 
made  up  as  follows:  $2,400  paid  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and 
$13,100  was  prorated  as  stated  above.  Allowance  for  $1,200  travel  within 
the  Union  was  also  prorated  as  stated  above.
